Ho received the de- 
gree of B.L. from the Hastings College of Law. For three years he 
was a member of the California National Guard. In 1898-1902 he was 
deputy attorney-general; he is a director of the United Railroads, the 
Metropolitan Railway Co., the Market Street Railway Co., the San 
Francisco and San Mateo Electric railway, the Southern San Francisco 
Railroad and Power Co., and of the Sutro Railroad Co. He is a mem- 
ber of the American Academy of Political and Social Science and of 
various other fraternal and patriotic orders.

He received his 
early education at Wellingborough, England, and at ten years of age 
came with his parents to the United States, they locating in Milwaukee, 
Wis., where he continued his studies. In 1861 the family removed to 
Chicago, 111., where young Adams, in 1862, became a bookkeeper to his 
father in the livestock business, remaining in this position until 1869. 
He then became a student in the Hahnemann Medical College until 1872, 
spending a year in that institution as house surgeon. He went to Lon- 
don in 1873, where he continued his studies for a year. Returning to 
Chicago he engaged in the general practice of medicine until 1896, 
since which date his practice has been confined exclusively to surgery. 
He received the degree of M.D., ad eundem gradum, from Rush Medical 
College in 1898. He was professor of surgical pathology at the Hahne- 
mann Medical College, Chicago, in 1873-75; from 1875 to 1884 professor 
of principles and practice of surgery Cliieago Homeopathic College. He 
was also consulting surgeon to the (^hicago Nursery and Half-Orphan 
Asylum and the Passavant, Evanston and St. Joseph's hospitals. He is 
a member of the Association of Military Surgeons of the United States, 
the Illinois Medical Society, the American Medical Association, the Chi- 
cago Surgical Society and the Chicago Academy of Sciences, and of the 
Medical Reserve Corps, U.S. Army. He is also a fellow of the Royal 
Microscopical Society of London. He was for nearly fifteen years sur- 
geon-major of the First Illinois Infantry and was major and brigade 
Burgeon of United States Volunteers in 1898, later lieutenant-colonel 
and assistant surgeon general, Illinois National Guard, and again sur- 
geon to the First Infantry, Illinois National Guard. From 1908 to 1913 
surgeon general of the state of Illinois, retiring in 1913 with rank of 
brigadier general. He is a member of the Chicago Literary, Onwentsia 
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and Saddle and Cycle clubs. His first marriage was in 1875 to Mary, 
daughter of Thomas S. Curtis, of Wellingsborough, England. She died

paper; retired in 1893; active in local reforms; frequent correspondent 
for daily papers on questions of the day, and author of ** Middletown 
Upper Houses,'- 1650-1800, since 1851 the town of Cromwell; this book, 
consisting of 1,000 pages, with 700 illustrations, was published at a cost 
of $4,000 and is now in the Newberry Library. Mr. Adams was an 
Episcopal clergyman for over twenty years and was received into the 
Church of Rome by the present bishop of Great Falls, Montana, in the 
year 1883.

He received 
the degrees of A.B., LL.B., A.M., LL.D., and Litt.D. He was admitted 
to bar New York City on June 17, 1872, and since admission has been 
continuously in practice; was a member of firm of Alexander & Green 
until end of 1912. He has been concerned in many of largest litigations 
during the past forty years; eminent as adviser of corporations and 
estate. He is a director and member of the executive committee Equit- 
able Life Assurance Society of United States, trustee Equitable Trust 
Co.; director of the Mt. Morris Bank and several other corporations.

Alexander, John King, lawyer and banker of Salina, Cal., was born 
in Brandon, Miss., Oct. 8, 1839.

He attended schools in 
Jackson, Miss., and Sacramento, Cal.; graduated from Sacramento 
high school. Married at Petaluma, Cal., Aug. 2, 1868, Sarah B. Caroth- 
ers;. children: Elmer P., Roy L., and Marguerite A. Admitted to bar 
by Supreme Court of California, Dec. 7, 1862, in District Court of 
United States, Nov. 17, 1898. Vice-president First National Bank of 
Salina, Cal., and of Salina Valley Savings Bank. Was district attorney 
of Sacramento, 1869-71; judge of Superior Court of California, in and 
for Monterey county, 1879-91. Democrat. Baptist. Member San Fran- 
cisco Bar Association; president Salinas Bar Association; president 
Salinas Masonic Hall Association since organization in 1899. Past 
master of Salinas Lodge No. 204, F. and A. M., past high priest of 
Salinas Chapter No. 59, Royal Arch Masons, past patron of Order 
Eastern Star. 

Alexander, Joshua W., congressman, was bom in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
Jan. 22, 1852. In 1882 he was elected representative to the general as- 
sembly of Missouri from Daviess county, and re-elected in 1884 and 
1886. He was elected to the sixtieth, sixty-first and sixty-second con- 
gresses; and was re-elected to the sixty-third congress for the term 
ending 1913-15. 

AUen, Andrew Aniel, railroad president of St. Louis, Mo., was bom 
March 19, 1856, near Monmouth, 111. Since 1869 he has been in railroad 
service. He has been general superintendent of the Wisconsin. Central 
Railroad ; and general manager of the Chicago and Northern Pacific Rail- 
road. Since 1895 he has been assistant general manager, and since 1903 
has been president, vice-president and general manager of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railroad Co. He was one of the directors of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co. 

Allen, Alfred G., congressman, was born July 23, 1867, near Wil- 
mington, Ohio. Since 1890 he has practiced law in Cincinnati, Ohio. He 
was elected to the sixty-second and sixty-third congresses as a democrat. 

Allen, Dudley Peter, was born in Kinsman, Trumbull county, Ohio, 
March 25, 1852. He graduated from Oberlin College in 1875. In 1880 
he graduated from the Harvard Medical School, having spent a year 
as house surgeon in the Mass. General Hospital of Boston. The three 
succeeding years were spent in post graduate study, chiefly in Europe, 
and a small part of the time after returning from Europe in New York 
and Philadelphia. In 1883 he began the practice of surgery in Cleve- 
land. For twenty-three years he was a teacher of surgery in the medical 
department of Western Reserve University, being senior professor of 
surgery from 1893 to 1910. During his professional career he was vis- 
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iting surgeon to Charity Hospital, chief of the surgical department of 
Lakeside Hospital, consulting surgeon to St. Alexis, the City Hospital 
and the German Hospital and after retiring from the staff of Charity 
Hospital remained as consulting surgeon to that institution. In 1910 
he resigned his position in Lakeside Hospital and the Western Reserve 
University, but remained professor emeritus of surgery in the latter 
institution. He received the degree of LL.D. from Oberlin College in 
1908. In 1893 he was president of the Ohio State Medical Society, 
from 1900 to 1906 secretary of the American Surgical Association and 
was then elected president of that body. At the present time he is a 
trustee of Oberlin College, of the Western Reserve Historical Society 
and of the Cleveland Museum of Art. 

Allen, Edward P., clergyman and bishop of Mobile, Ala., was bom 
in Lowell, Mass. He entered Mount St. Mary's Collcire, and received 
the degree of A.B. in 1878, and A.M. in 1880. He was later chosen 
president of Mount St. Mary's College. In Jan., 1897, the Holy Father 
Leo XIII, appointed Dr. Allen, bishop of Mobile, in succession to the 
late Bishop 'Sullivan of happy memory. He was later consecreated in 
the Cathedral at Baltimore, on May 16, 1897, and was installed in his 
Cathedral Church at Mobile, May 30, 1897. 

Allen, Lemuel, state representative of Nevada, of Reno, Nev., was 
bom April 2, 1839, in Harrison county, Ohio. He was educated in the 
district schools in Iowa. In 1870 he began the practice of law; and 
for many years he practiced his profession in St. Clair, Nev. He moved 
to Fallon, Nev., where he has attained success as an attorney and as a 
rancher. For twelve years he served as prosecuting governor of the 
state of Nevada. He is a prominent member of the democratic party; 
is now serving his eleventh term of 1911-13 as a state representative in

He was edu- 
cated in the public and private schools of Milwaukee and in Janesville, 
Wis.; received the degree of C.E. from the Delaware Literary Institute 
of Franklin, N.Y., in 18G6; during 1867-68 was a special student at 
Antioch College of Ohio; and from 1868-71 was a graduate student at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. In 1871 he entered the em- 
ploy of the Edward P. Allis Co., at Milwaukee, and remained actively 
associated with the company until 18S9, when his father, the head of 
the company, died. Since that time he has devoted himself entirely 
to research studies, retaining at the same time his position as vice- 
president of the Edward P. Allis Co. In 1885 he established the Lake 
Laboratory in Milwaukee, Wis., maintainins: it there for seven years. 
In 1S90 went to Menton. France, where lie lias resided since then in the 
Palais de Carnoles, a property which had formerly been a residence of

He is the author of The First 
Battle, A Story of Campaign of 1896; Old World and Its Ways; and 
other works. 

Bryant, Joseph D., sursreon of New York, N.Y., was bom in East 
Troy, Walworth Count}', Wis., 1845; educated in Norwich (N.Y.) Acad- 
emy and Bellevue Hospital Medical College; interne in Bellevue Hospital, 
1869-71; sanitary inspector New York City health department, 1873-79; 
commissioner New York Board of Health, 1887-93 ; surgeon, 71st regiment. 
N.G.S., N.Y., 1873-82; surgeon-general on staffs of Governors Cleveland, 
Hill and Flower; professor of anatomy Bellevue Hospital Medical Col- 
lege, 1877-97; professor surgery University and Bellevue Hospital Medical 
College since 1897; visiting physician to Charity Hospital, 1881-82; visit- 
ing surgeon to Bellevue Hospital since 1882 ; St. Vincent^s since 1887 ; con- 
sulting surgeon New York Insane Asylum, Woman^s Hospital and Hos- 
pital for Ruptured and Crippled. Author: Bryant^s Operative Surgery 
(two volumes, four editions) ; contributor of surgical articles to medical 
press. Former president New York Academy of Medicine; president t of 
New York State Medical Association, also of New York State MedioaI^So-

Bryant, Percy, alienist and neurologist, was born April 19, 1862, 
in Charles City, Iowa; son of Commodore Nathaniel Bryant, U.S.N., who 
served through the Mexican and American Civil Wars.

DeWolf, Edward P., publisher and inventor of Waukegan, 111., was 
born Jan. 12, 1848, in Chicago, HI.

His father, William DeWolf, was a prominent lawyer of Chi- 
cago, a member of the Legislature and city treasurer. In 1882 he moved 
to W^aukegan, and in time became prominent as public citizen. Through 
his individual efforts and personal sacrifices, the first great manufactur- 
ing plant ot the United States Steel Corporation was secured for Wau- 
kegan. He originated tlie plans for the North Shore Electric Railway 
System in 1890, and in spite of intriguing opposition, succeeded in es- 
tablishing the system in 1896. In that same year he planned the present 
Waukegan harbor, secured the approval of the War Department and 
prepared the bill in Congress, which later was passed, establishing the 
existing plans and character of the harbor. In 1895 he was elected 
mayor, unopposed, and his administration was eminently satisfactory. 
He systematized the affairs of the city in all of its departments and pre- 
pared it topographically for physical improvements necessary because 
of its changed character to an important manufacturing city. He was 
mainly instrumental in securing the late President McKinley's first state 
endorsement at the Springfield, III., convention of 1896, and lead the 
Lake County campaign of that year, which won for the Illinois McKinr 
ley banner.

Johnson, J. Lovell, manufacturer; born Worcest?r, Mass., June 26, 
1876; son of Iver and Mary Elizabeth (Spiers) Johnson; educated in 
Worcester Grammar and Fitchburg high schools, and Worcester Poly- 
technic Institute. Member of firm Iver Johnson's Arms & Cycle Works 
of Fitchburg; vice-president Fitchburg National Bank, Iver Johnson 
Sporting Goods Co. of Boston, Worcester and Fitchburg; trustee Fitch-
